Mr Socath told the Jury that 
the facty were very simple. 
Tho alleged offence, he auld. 
took place at 253 Tal Nam 
Street, second floor, Kowloon, 

The accused, ay well os the 
complainant and her husband 
and two children, had Uved in 
the premises for some years. 
Over the last two or three years, 
there had been constant trouble 
between the two women.
